Reasons for Allowance 

1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: claims 1-13 are 
considered allowable since when reading the claims in light of the specification, as per MPEP § 
2111.01, In re Sneed . 710 F.2d 1544, 1548, 218 USPQ 385 (Fed. Cir. 1983), none of the 
references of record alone or in combination disclose or suggest the combination of limitations 
specified in the independent claims. 

The Applicant claims a remote control apparatus comprising a controlled appliance and a 
server being connected via communication (as defined at page 2 lines 12-14 and page 15 lines 
17-24). The controlled appliance includes a communication control part that carries out 
communication (as defined at page 2 lines 15-17 and page 15 line 25 to page 16 line 2), a notice 
receiving part that receives a notice command indicating that data has arrived at said server (as 
defined at page 2 lines 23-25, page 16 lines 2-4, and page 19 line 24 to page 20 line 9), an 
appliance unique data management part that manages appliance unique data being unique to each 
controlled appliance (as defined at page 16 lines 5-8), a data acquisition request transmission part 
that transmits a data acquisition request to said server on the basis of the notice command 
received by said notice receiving part (as defined at page 5 lines 16-21, page 16 lines 8-16, and 
page 20 lines 10-19), a data receiving part that receives data from said server (as defined at page 
16 lines 16-18 and page 20 lines 20-22), a data storage control part that controls the data storage 
destination of the data received by said data receiving part (as defined at page 2 line 25 to page 3 
line 2, page 16 lines 18-20, and page 20 line 22 to page 21 line 4), and a data storage part that 
stores the data transmitted from said data storage control part (as defined at page 3 lines 2-4 and 
page 16 lines 20-22). The server includes a communication control part that carries out 
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communication (as defined at page 3 lines 5-8 and page 16 lines 23-25), a data filing part that 
saves and stores data (as defined at page 3 lines 10-13 and page 17 lines 5-6), a data management 
part that manages stored data (as defined at page 3 lines 13-16, page 17 lines 6-9, and page 19 
lines 7-23), an appliance management part that stores appliance unique data for identifying said 
controlled appliance (as defined at page 17 lines 1-5 and page 18 lines 4-18), a notification part 
that notifies said controlled appliance that data is present in said data filing part (as defined at 
page 17 lines 9-12), and a data transmission part that receives an acquisition request command 
from said controlled appliance and transmits the data stored in said data filing part to said 
controlled appliance (as defined at page 3 lines 16-25 and page 17 lines 12-15). When data is 
stored in the data filing part of said server, a notice command indicating data acquisition is 
transmitted to said controlled appliance, the controlled appliance having received the notice 
command transmits an acquisition request to said server, and the data stored in the data filing 
part of said server is received and stored in said data storage part (as defined at page 21 lines 13- 
22), as specified in claim 1 .
